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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are allowed in view of the preliminary amendment of 10/22/03, 
which canceled without prejudice claims pursuant to the restriction requirment 
given in parent SN 09/583,247. further, the prior art neither teaches nor suggests 
the claimed silicone compounds recited in the claims nor a reason to to modify any 
reference to obtain the claimed invention. The Wift et al, Tetra. Let. Vol. 40 pp 
4649-4652 (1999) is shown but not cited as being further state of the art by 
applicants disclosed less than one year prior to the priority date. 
Accordingly, claims 38-46 are allowed.
